PIS HANDSOME TRIBUTE TO SCHLE 


The Maryland Senator Asserts That 
Congress Should Declare Its 
Intentions Toward the 
Archipelago at 
Once. 


Washineton, January 18.—For an hour 
today Mr. Wellington, republican, of 
Maryland, occupied the attention of the 
serrate, continuing the debate on the 
Philippine question. He took as his text 
the resolution he introduced last Tuesday, 
declaring that the United States should 
not take permanent possession of the 
archipelago, but after subduing the in- 
surrection—wh‘¢h he sincerely deplored— 
should confer upon the Filipinos the right 
to govern themselves, affording them 
such protection as they might need. 

Mr. Teller, silver republican, of Colora- 
do, resumed his speech on the financial 
bill, in the course of which he arraigned 
Secretary Gage for his negotiations with 
the National City bank, of New York. | 

Mr. Allen. of Nebraska, offered a res- 
olution directing the secretary of state 
to inform the senate if any person had 
been accredited from the Transvaal] to 
the United States government in any ca- 
pacity and if such person were officially 
accepted and recognized, and if not, why 
not. Objection was made to immediate 
consideration of the resolution and it 
went over under the rules. ae 

Mr. Ross. of Vermout, offered a resolu- 
tion declaring that the provisions of the 
unaided by act of 
congress, extend over Porto Rico and the 
Philippines isiand: that by the Paris 
treaty the United States takes sovereign- 
ty over Porto Rico-and the Philippines 
under the duty to exercise it for the gen- 
eral welfare of the inhabitants, and that 
a separate department of the government 
is demanded to take charge of all outly- 
ing dependencies. Mr. Ross gave notice 
that he wou'd speak on the resolution 
next Tuesday. 

No Imperial Destiny for Republic. 

Mr. Wellington then addressed the sen- 
ate. He said he could not believe this 
republic had an imperial destiny; it could 
not wander on the same highway with the 
simplicity of republic such as ours, 
History indicated that ‘‘imperial destiny 
has wrecked many republics. He believed 
one of the greatest blessings that ever 
befel] England was the loss of the Ameri- 
can colony. Referring to Great Britain’s 
war with the Transvaal, Mr. Wellington 
Said: 

“She has not met the Caucasian race 
since the Crimean war, and now, when 
for the first time for half a century, she 
attempts to send her army to destroy 
a brave and courageous, but unfortu- 
nate people, she all at once rudely awak- 
ens from the dream of her power be- 
cause she finds that corruption Nas caten 
to her very vitals and Her army which 
she deemed was still like that of Crom- 
well—invincible—has been belabored and 
defeated every day since it attacked the 
Boers. And justly so. And it may be, 
at no distant time, that the insidious 
influences which have ‘thus debased her 
will entirely destroy the weighty struc- 
ture of the empire she has erected.” 

Mr. Wellington referred to the part the 
people of his own state had taken in the 
*Spanish war, saying: 

Pays Tribute to Schley. 
“On that July morning which. by its

rising sun heralded the destruction of 


the Spanish naval power in Santiago bay, 
as it illuminated the Hine of American 
warships advancing to deal death and 
destruction to the Spanish fleet, surround- 
ed by a halo of glory, the martial figure 
of a son of Maryland, Winfield Scott 
Schley, guided and directed the gre:® 
contest. And though now it seems to be 
the policy of a cabal of one of the de- 
partments of this administration to rob 
him of the giory which justly is bis, 
the verdict of the American people has 
been recorded and he will go down to 
history as the true hero of that naval 
battle, 

“A year and a half has passed since 
that great battle; and yet there is no 
indication that we intend to keep faith 
with the Cubans, but there is every indi- 
Cation that by the power of syndicates, 
Cabals and combinations there is to be 
continued in Cuba the despotism of a 
Military government in whicn the Cubans 
themselves have no part, which is beyond 
the paie of any law save tnat of force, 
and is not recognized by our constitution. 
A very Pandora’s box of national troubles 
has been opened and difficulties and dan- 
gers are y:raduaiy taking torm and 
Surrounding us. 

Wishes Dewey Had Sailed Away. 

“pL ihe greac question nat now cone 
fronis us as a result of this war, is the 
Gvestion of the Philippine islands. It 
Would have been weil ror us as a nation 
if admiral Dewey could have retired from 
the bay of Manila on the morning after 
he had destroyed the Spanish fleet, but 
he dared not do so. He had destroyed the 
Spanish power and it woud not have been 
Proper for him as a representative of the 
Conquering nation to have departed and 
to have left anarchy and chaos remain 
instead of authority, War finally came 
between the United States and Filipino 
forces, who had ‘been working for the 
Same end, the destruction of Spanish pow- 
er,’’ ;

“1 oppose the permanent annexation of 
these islands for the reason *hat I believe 
it is in opposition to the besie principle 
of our government; also because I believe 
it is unrighteous and unjust to deprive 
any poeple of their right to govern them- 
selves. There can be no benevolent assim- 
ilation; there should be no tyrannical ab- 
sorption. Our government and our mode 
of administration is not adapted to the 
situation existing among the Filipinos.” -

WOAK OF IMPANELING JURY BEGUN 


But the Twelve Men Had Not Been 
Secured When Court Adjourned. 
Parents of Snell Are in 
Washington To At- 
tend the Trial.

Washington, January 
Benjamin H. Snell, of Georgia, was put 
on trial today before Justice Clabaugh 
for the murder of thirteen-year-old Lizzie 
Weisenberger on the morning of August 
6th last. The defendant appeared hag- 
gard and werried when he entered the 
courtroom. Hts presence was more than 
the Weisenbergers—mother and sisters of 
the murdered girl—could bear. They 
were on the verge of collapsing and were 
removed to the witness room, where 
trey remained during the rest of the 
day. The father of the defendant was 
present at the opening of the proceed- 
ings, but the aged mother of the prisoner 
was too weak, after her journey from 
tlh.e south yesterday, to 
trying ordeal and did not attend. 
defendant, with the exception that he 
appeared to have lost flesh during his 
incarceration, looked much the same as 
on the day he was arraigned for the 
crime. He was accompanied into the 
courtrcom by Deputy United States Mar- 
shal Springman and took his seat im- 
mediately behind his counsel, Messrs. 
Frederick Mitchell and Charles H. Tur- 
ner.- 

Snell was of course the cynosure of 
all eyes. The courtroom was crowded 
to fits utmost capacity long before the 
hour fixed for the proceedings to begin. 
All the Windows in the corridor north 
of the courtroom were crowded with per- 
sons, straining their eyes to get a glimpse 
of the murderer. Among these were 
many women who remained in the build- 
ing the greater part of the day. 

As soon as Justice Clabaugh took his 
place on the bench District Attorney An- 
derson announced that the government 
was ready to proceed with ‘the irial. Mr. 
Turner, the senior counsel for ihe de- 
fense, then made a final appeal for 
postponement, on the ground that his 
associate attorney, Congressman Flem- 
ing, is ill at the Columbia hospital and 
could not participate in the trial. The 
motion was opposed by Assistant Attor- 


ney Gould, who stated that on last Fri- 


day, when a continuance was made from 
Tuesday, the time set for the trial, until 
today, it was understood no further post- 
ponement would be asked for. In_ addi- 
tion, he said that Mr. Fleming took no 
actjve part in the preparation of the case 
and was not even known to be ill until 
Monday. Aside from this, Mr. Gould 
said, it was only fair to state that Dis- 
trict Attorney Anderson had left a sick 
bed, against the advice of his physician, 
to. be present at the trial. 

Justice Clabaugh, on htaring’ the 
statements of counsel, overruled the mo- 
tion for a continuance, and ordered the 
trial to proceed, 

The impaneling of a jury was then 
commenced and it was not concluded 
when court adjourned for the day. 


PAY FOR SEIZED COTTON. 


MONEY IN TREASURY BELONGS 
TO SOUTHERNERS. 


Senators Hope To Secure Payment 
of Sums to the Southern 
- Planters. 


Washington, January 18.—Southern sen- 
ators express themselves as hor@cul over 
the prospects of securing legislation dur- 
ing the present session of congress look- 
ing to the refund'ng of money paid into 
the treasury of the United States soon 
after the civil war as the result of the 
sale of cotton captured by the federal 


forces. There was originally about $30,- 


000,000 of this money, but a portion of it 


was paid to the owners of the cotton 
soon after the close of the war. The re- 
mainder was left in the treasury and has 
remained there ever since. Senator Money, 
who ‘s giving especial attention looking 
to the reopening of the subject, says 
that the sum left amounts to obout $11,- 
000,000. .A bill introduced by Senator Da- 
vis gives one year additional time for 
proof of such claims before the court 
of claims. It has been favorably reported 
by the senate committee on claims, and 
Senator Money thinks the outlook very 
good for favorable action.

At the time of the accident the ele- 
vator was at the ninth floor of the build- 
ing and had just been loaded with fire- 
brick. There were five men on the ele- 
vator. Just as the elevator started down 
one of the cables broke, letting the ele- 
vator loose, and it went down to the 
basement with frightful rapidity. The ele- 
vator was crushed to splinters. On the 
way down it tore out the brick partitions 
and did so much damage that the iron 
counter balance weights were loosened, 
allowing them to fall on top of the eleva- 
tor. The dead men were crushed in a 
frightful manner. 

The injured men are fin a precarious con- 
dition. 


BIG PASSENGER POOL FORMS. 


Plan Formulated To Carry Out Anti- 


Commission Agreement. 

Chicago, January 18.—The Tribune to- 
morrow will say: In order to carry out 
their anti-commission agreement, it is 
Proposed now to combine all the rail- 
roads in the country in a big passenger 
pool and operate it in such a way that 
each road will get an agreed percentage 
of the earnings. By such action no pos- 
sible profit can accrue to any of the 
roads from 4gnoring the agreement. Each 
road is to be allowed to carry all the 
passengers it can secure, but any rvad 


that should manage to get more than 


its allotted proportion would have its 
labor for its pains, as the profits would 
go to the competing roads which have 
failed to carry their proportion of the 
business. . 

The eastern roads have all voted in 
favor of this scheme and a committee 
of western railroad executive officials is 
now at work to get the western lines into 
the combination. 

The railroad magnates do not admit 
that the formation and maintenance of 
a passenger pool would constitute a vio- 
lation of the law. It has always been 
the contention of the railroads that the 
section of the interstate commerce act 
forbidding pools relates only to freight 
traffic and does not affect passenger traf- 
fic in any way, and it now seems to be 


their determination to act and fight it

WILL FILE REPORTS SATURDAY 


Roberts Matter Will Not Come Up in 
House Until Next Week. 

Washington, - January  18.—Chairman 
Hayler, of the Roberts committee, and 
Representative Littlefield, of Maine, are 
busy preparing the majority and minority 
reports, respectively, in the Roberts case. 
They will be filed together on Saturday: 
It is not expected that the case will be 
called up in the house until Tuesday or 
Wednesday of next week. The debate is 
expected to occupy two or three days. Mr. 
Roberts will be given an opportunity to 
be heard upon the floor in his own de- 
fense. Mr. Littlefield and Mr. De Ar- 
mond, of Missouri, will sign the minority 
report and are ‘hopeful that the mode of 
procedure which they favor—to allow Mr. 
Roberts to be sworn in and then expel 
him—will be followed. The majority of 
the committee. on the other hand, are 
confident that théir report will be adopt- 
ed and Mr. Roberts will be excluded with- 
out being sworn in. ;

Count Is Represented To Have Held 
Some Losing Stecks. 


PARIS PAPERS PRINT THE STORIE 


Frenchman’s Father Denies That His 
Son Has Dropped a Dollar on 
the Markets, and Talks 
About the Field of 
Honor. 


Paris, January 18.—The Matin todav 
Says it is rumoréd on the bourse that 
Count Boni de Castellane, husband of 
Anna Gould, has lost 3,000,000 francs by 
unlucky speculations. 

The alleged heavy losses of the count 
were made a sensational feature by some 
of the papers today. Both The Temps 
and Figaro spoke in a guarded way of 
the collapse of a bull speculator whose 
position is said to have been badly shaken 
at the last settlement by the declirw 
of certain stocks in which he is caid to 
have plunged. The Figaro also indicated 
Count Boni de Castellane fairly and 
clearly by describing the speculator as 
a member of the chamber of deputies 
and a prominent society man who had 
not disguised his sympathies for uncom- 
promising nationalism. Moreover, it was 
added, he had started on a long voyage 
“to find. resources to repair his broken 
fortunes.”’ 

The Figaro added, perhaps a little ma- 
liciously, that his friends declare he will 
meet with disappointment, saying: 

“Some ‘patriotic’ causes are very ex- 
pensive and for want of a better excuse 
this pretext can always be put forward 
to those who, owing to distance, are ig- 
norant of many things.”’ 

The Matin openly mentioned Count de 
Castellane’s name and nothing but dis- 
astrous speculations, crashes and losses 
reaching as high as 20,000,000 francs were 
talked ef yesterday.. Respecting. the 
count, The Matin said: 

Some plo opees acre Paid Out. 

“But our own inquiries show his losses 
do not exceed three millions, he having 
succeeded in getting ‘straight’ on seven 
or eight transactions. Count Boni de 
Castellane left for New York a few days 
ago with his wife, and it is probable 
that the assistance of his brother-in- 
law will not be found wanting and that 
he will tide over the situation of mone- 
tary embarrassment.” 

The marquis de Castellane, father of 
Count Boni de Castellane, denies most em- 
phatically the story that Count Boni has 
failed to meet his obligations due to 
bourse transactions, for the simple rea- 
son, he adds, 
taken part in the alleged speculations. 
The marquis explains that the fact that 
Count Boni and his wife are on their 


way to America has been taken advant-- 


age of and furnished the opportunity for 
false rumors. 

In the face of this denial by the mar- 
quis, it is remarkable that papers of the 
standing of The Matin, Figaro and Temps 
should give currency to such allegations 
and some explanation on their part will 
doubtless be forthcoming. 

The Matin took the opportunity to make 
the following interesting remarks con- 
cerning Counte de Castellane’s position 
here. It informed its readers that his 
wife’s dot was $15,000,000, which gave an 
income of over $800,000, and that even at 
Paris he could cut a figure with that, ad- 
ding: 3 
_ Parisian Home Described. _ 

‘All Parisians know the grandiose man- 
sion on the Avenue Due Bois de Boulogne, 
which is the hobby of his wife, who 
dreamed to outvie the Vanderbilt's palace 
on Fifth avenue by a perfect reproduc- 
tion of the celebrated castle of Blois. 


Count Boni’s’ well-known’ generosity 
probably explains his contribution of 


50,000 francs to M. DeRoulede, who figur- 


ed in the police chief’s report on the 
anti-republican conspiracy.”’ 

Counte de Castellane has not been post- 
ed on the bourse, as he is not a member. 
If the allegations were true he would be 
simply a private speculator acting through 
a broker and unable for the moment to 
meet his obligations. ‘lhe marquis de 
Castellane has written to The Matin the 
following letter: : 

“Your good faith has been abused. My 
son, Count Boni, never indulged in any. 
bourse speculations and consequently 
cannot have been proceeded against. If 
he were in Paris he himself would dis- 
pose of this invention. In his absence 
his father begs you to repair the involun- 
tafy wrong you have done him.” 


' Sources of Information Not Given, 


Inquiries made at the best sources of

€e Castellane was involved in specula- 
tion in anticipation of a rise in stocks in 
consequence of the expected easy British 
victory in the Transvaal, and the British 
reverses caused such a depression that 
it was impossible for him to meet his 
losses with ready money. The specula- 
tions are understood to have been 
through private sources and therefore it 
is difficu:t to secure absolute confirma- 
tion of the reports, The matter will 
probably be settled privately. i 

The Matin'’s assertions were the lead- 
ing topic of conversation at the clubs 
and other socia] meeting places through- 
out the day. The evening papers repro- 
duced the story, although without in any 
way guaranteeing its accuracy. The 


count’s father gave a fresh turn to the

How Bankers Were Fleeced by Per- | 


sons Who Represented Them- 
selves To Be Railroad Em- 
ployees of Good 
Standing. 


Five days ago Henry Falvey, a young 
man well Known about town, was arrest- 
ed by City Detective Hewitt on the charge 


of being implicated in a bank swindling 


which has ‘been golstg on in the city for 


some time, and it is said more than ome 
banking house has been vyictimized, as 
well as several of the money lenders. 

The arrest of Falvey was from a report 
which Banker Johai H. James made to the 
police. Mr. James is‘said to have lost by 
the scheme, which had been practiced in 
the city, $1,780. 

The game worked by the sharpers was 
simple enough. A man who pretended to 
be known to the person to be fleeced, in- 
troduced an alleged ‘‘friend,”’ stating that 
he was a railroad employee who needed a 
few dollars for a short time, and that the 
amount would be paid on the next pay 
day. In many cases the name of a person 
who did work for a railroad was sub- 
stituted for the real name of the person 
introduced. The amount was loaned on a 
note or order, 

The fleecing was done quickly, for it 
was known that as soon as any of the 
paper fell due the whole matter would 
be shown up as a swindle. 

This swindling scheme has been prac- 
ticed in other cities by a gang of fellows 
krown to the police as “‘grafters,”’ 

Falvey was thought to be a member of 
the gang, as he had introduced a man to 
another man who was to “work’’ Banker 
James. 

A ‘‘grafter’’ is-a fellow who never works 
but always has plenty of money to pay 
his way. He secures the money by meth- 
ods which are questionable to the officers. 
He always dresses in the best of clothes 
and is an all ‘‘round dead game sport.”’ 

This sort of a fellow is probably called 
a ‘“‘grafter’’ because in horticulture a 
graft is a tree or bush that secures its 
sap from another tree or bush. Following 
this analogy up, a ‘“‘grafter’’ in a police 
sense, is a man who lets others toil and 
spin while he lives on their efforts. 

No Evidence Against Falvey. 

The detective cou.d secure no evidence 
With which to connect Falvey with the 
swindle and he was turned loose. 

Falvey was again arrested yesterday on 
the charge of idling and loitering and was 
convicted and fined in the police court, 
The whole story of the ‘‘grafters’’ and the 
bank swindle came out at his trial, 

There are said to be some of the “graf- 
ters” in the city and the police are after 
them, 

So tar none of those swindled have been 
to point cut the men who did the 
swindling. Only Banker James made any 
report to the police, and he does not know 
Who it was that worked the game. It is 
very probable that the men who were in 
it have long ago departed from the city. 

Tne police have decided to clear the city 
of loafers and sports by making cases 
against them on the charge of idling and 
loitering. Falvey’s was the first of the 
kind, and since the recorder has found 
him guilty, the officers feel encouraged to 
further prosecute the fellows who idle

The question is not infrequently asked 
by, persons unfamiliar with the operation 
of the pension department, how do the 
veterans and widows of veterans living 
at a great distance from Atlanta manage 
to get their pension warrants cashed at 
the treasury window of the state? 

The process is simple, but it devolves a 
large amount of gratuitous service on the 
part of the number of officials whose du- 
ties admit of their taking up this addi- 
tional work. The veterans in the differ- 
ent counties of the state, as a rule, agree 
upon some state official and confer on 
him the power of attorney to collect the 
pension warrants at the treasury, after 
which the money is forwarded direct to 
the pensioners. Without the aid of a 
number of state officials’ the veterans 
would be put to considerable expense to 
obtain their money. The custom of con- 
ferring power of attorney on certain offi- 
cials has been in practice for so many 
years that many have come to regard it 
as thea duty of these officials to the state. 
Such, however, is not the case. 


The large majority of the pension war- 
rants have for some years heen collected 
by Comptroller General W. A. Wright, 
some are collected by Secretary of State 
Phil Cook, Attorney General J. M. Ter- 
rell and School Commissioner Glenn. 
Last year, of the $600,000 appropriated by 
the legislature for pensions of al] classes 
Camptroller General Wright collected 
about $360,000. Since the payment of indi- 
gent pensioners began the first of this 
week the comptroller general collected 
the pensions of all veterans in the coun- 
ties of Oconee, ‘Monroe and Pike, amount- 
ing to over $6,000. oFr the remainder of 
this week he will be engaged fn getting 
out the amounts due pensioners in Jasper, 
Morgan and Greene.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


“T caw the original Jeffries-Sharkey 
fight and witnessed the pictures of the big 
event for the first time last night,” said 
Henry Densmore, of New York, yesterday 
afternoon. “‘I make a practice of seeing 
all the big fights when I am in New York 
city, but the moving pictures I had never 
seen until last nigh. 

“On the night of the big mill the arena 
was so intensely hot and there was so 
much excitement and confusion that I did 
not enjoy the contest as much as I usu- 
ally do. I had a terrific headache and 
the fighters seemed to swim before my 
eyes. For this reason I was anxious to 
see what effect the pictures would have. 
I was agreeably surprised. In fact, if l 
had not known the result before hand I 
would have been fully as excited as if 
the contest had been a real one, I was 
witnessing. One can look at the pictures 
with perfect coolness and get a much 
better idea of the merits of the fight than 
he gai@ied at the ringside. 

‘I can see how these realistic reproduc; 
tions will be made of great service to the 
sporting fraternity. For instance, I had 
been absolutely certain in my own mind 
that Jeffreies fouled Sharkey in the sec- 
ond round, just before he floored him. 
Looking carefully at the pictures last 
night, however, I am satisfied that I was 
wrong, 

“The more I think of that fight, and 
the difficulties that it was fought under, 
the more I am impressed with the fact 
that it was one of the greatest batties 
ever fought. Aside from the fact that 
both mem gave and took terrific punish- 
ment for twenty-five rounds, they were 
fighting under seven arc lights that gave 
forth an intefse brilliancy that was 
blinding. The heat was aiso terrific and 
the thermometer at the ringside register- 
ed 110 degrees. 

“Those Who saw the pictures of the 
mill and are not thoroughly familiar with 
the details of the fight Were doubtless at 
a loss to explain from whence the blood 
came that covered Sharkey’s face at the 
end of each round. The pictures give no 
clew to the wound and from the position 
of the blood one would think that it 
came from a cut in the left eye. In reaiity 
it was a split ear that caused the con- 
stant flow. Some years ago Sharkey had 
his ear badly mangled in a rough and 
tumple encounter and since that time it 
has presemed.a muifated appearance, in 
addition to being very susceptible to in- 
jury.

possession of Mrs. Marie Glover-Miller, 
well known in this city, where she was the 
honored guest of Mrs, Belle C, Dykeman, 
one of Atlanta’s most popular soloists and 
pianists.

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A Word to “Women Members.” 


The fact that the majority of women 
working in organized effort, are compar- 
atively novices in public work and en- 
terprises, may acccunt for the milsappre- 
hension under which many are laboring 
that the number of names enrolled on 
lists of membership indioates the strength 
of an organization, 

Women who have public work genuine- 
ly at heart Know that the very contrary 
is the case, and that the organizations 
that do the most telling work are those 
that are made up of women, who, regard- 
less of the Ust of names decorating the 
records of the organization, are those ac- 
tively engaged in whatever work is be- 
ing unaertaken, or who,are earnestly 
working in the interest of the cause in- 
yclved. 

When & woman tn entering an organl- 
gation asks, who belongs to it, or who are 
the members, influence should be brought 
to beir to keep her out rather than to 
encourage her to come into it, for she 
acknowledges in, her initiative question 
that the objeots of the organization ae 
not those that induce her to become a 
member of it. 

The women who are really factors in 
the development of any great work are 
those who are so in earnest in what they 
are dving that they are willing to lose 
their identity in it; and hearing of its 
guccessful achievements, excialm: “] am 
so glad that cause has been successful; 
i is a noble cne,”’ rather than: “I am a 
member of that organization, and so is 
Mrs. So and So and Mrs. Somebody Else.” 

Another custom that is by no means 
beneficial to organizations, is adding the 


, names of prominent women who courte- 
‘ously give ther consent to certain com- 


mittees that are delegated to act in im- 
portant matters. These women do not 
feel called upon to attend the meetings, 
and frequently do not know the object 


of these organizations until” they ure 


‘surprised to ncetice thelr names re iden- 


tified with some movement in which they 
have no sympathy whatever 

Then they feel a delicacy in withdraw- 
ing there names, realizing they gave 
consen. for its use, and therein arises 
en embarrassing sitvation to both the 
member appointed for the use of her 
name and the one who appointed her, 

If there are only five women who are 
active members of an organization, then 
these five women should have any honors 
that may be attached to the work. If 
it is one’ ‘that they are working in, im- 
pressed with the good of its objects, they 
do not need the names of inactive mem- 
bers to bring their efforts into prominence. 
Their work will speak for itself. 

Again, women hbelonging to organiza- 
tions should know not only

The business side should be 
known to each and every member, and 
in annual and monthly reports mem- 
bers should be interested and post them- 
selves. It is frequently tthe case thet 
members of a nody are in absolute ig- 
norance as to what the treasury contains 
or as to what distribution of money is 
being made under the auspices 
organizations.

t has been suggested that women ap- 
preciating the great possibilities there are 
in organized effort, are becoming Over en- 
thusiastic and that there are more or- 
Zanizations than are really necessary. 

This seems reasonable, and 
be well if a woman, when convinced that 
work should be done in some particular 
direction, would investigate if an organi- 
zition for that purpose is in existence 
before she starts one on her own hook 
and encourages others to join her. 

It wilt be found with but little study 
of the situation that nearly every move- 
ment with which the women of the day 
are identified is already 
some naticnal or federated organizatic@, 
that has proven itself worthy of con- 
tinuance and development by the addition 
of state und local branches. 

When, regardiess of tnis tact, other or- 
ganizations for the identica] purposes are 
Organized, women, far from carrying out 
the idea of ‘“‘organized effort,’’ are split- 
ting the effort instead and endangering 
the cause becoming a prey to factions. — 

This argument, of course, does not per- 
tain to local charities, where every insti- 
tution should h&éve its body of interested 
workers, but to the proader movements, 
pertaining to philanthropic, educational 
and reform matters. 

It would be a reasonabie and practical 
thing, therefore, if women enthusiasts of 
today would be more careful as to organ- 
izing in the interests of new movements,’ 
until they find out first whether initiative 
steps in the same directiva have not ai- 
Teady been taken in a flourishing organ- 
ization ajready existing for the same pur- 
pose. 

Then when a woman does become 4 
member of an organization, let her mem- 
bership be active and intelligent. Let her 
post herself as to every detail of its op- 
eration, and know as much about the 
work being done and the money being 
expended for it as qoes any member of 
the official board.

PORTRAIT OF R. E. LEE — 


UNVEILED YESTERDAY 


— 


With unusually brilliant exercises the 
Oll portrait of General Robert E. Lee was 
unvelled yesterday morning in the hall of 
the Alciphronian Literary and Debating 
Society of the Boys’ High school. It was 
an event to which the members of the 
school had been looking forward with 
much pleasure for several weeks and yes- 
terday morning they made of their pre- 
arranged programme all that could have 
been desired. 

It was really a celebration in honor of 
the memory of General Lee, and it was 
unanimously decided that such a celebra- 
tion should be held every year by the 
members of the school. . 

The hall was filled with distinguished 
Buests when the hour for the exercises 
arrived. The ladies of the Order of Rob- 
ert E. Lee, the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, a majority of the members of the 


two camps of Confederate Veterans, many | 


members of the Sons of Veterans and a 
number of representatives from the Chil- 
dren of the Confederacy occupied special 
Seats In the hall. 

The members of the senior class of the 
Girls’ High school were also present by 
special invitation. They were accom. 
panied by several teachers of the Girls’ 
High school and occupied seats in the 
front of tbe hall. 

The exercises were presided over by 
Frampton Ellis, president of the Alcf- 
phronian Literary and Debating Soctety. 
Professor William -M. Slaton, principal) 
of the school, was master of ceremonies, 
and introduced all speakers. Professor 
Slaton himself made a brief Speecu and 
was heartily cheered by the members of 
the school. 


A Pleasant Feature. 


A pleasant feature of the occasion was 
the talk of Mrs. W. L. Peel, president of 
the Order of Rebert KE. Lee. That or- 
ganization, {it will be remembered, en- 
dowed the high school with a medal to 
be worn one year by the winner of yes- 
terday’s contest. After the close of the 
exercises Professor Slaton invited Mrs, 
Peel to the platfonm and she made an 
address to the boys, telling them that 
she had been so impressed by their ef- 
forts that the medal, instead of being 
worn one year, would be the property of 
the winner, and that the Order of Robert 
Kk. Lee would give a medal every year to 
ae Winner of a similar contest to occur 
on the anniversary of the birthday of 
General Lee. 


This announcement naturally was cheer- 


ed lustily by the members of the school. 


| When quiet was again restored Charles 


C. Thomas, ex-president of the society, 
and one of the most enthusiastic speakers 


| in the high school, introduced resolutions 
_thanking Mrs. 


Peel and the Order of 


| Robert E. Lee for the interest manifested 


in the institution, and especially for the 
medal offered by that organization. This 
resolution was adopted unanimously by a 
rising vote. 

The speeches delivered in connection 
with the unveiling of the portrait were 
brilliant and entertaining. The young mén 
displayed marked ability and demonstrat- 
ed the usefulness of the training they re- 


ceive in the hall of the high school so- 


clety. ‘ 
Harry Stovall’s Speech. 

Harry Stovall made the speech of pre- 
sentation, saying among other things: 

In decorating the walls of our school with 
the portrait of. Lee we not only honor his 
name and show our appreciation for his career 
of innumerable deeds, but we, -as young men 
who are soon to look to our own efforts for 
support, and upon which efforts- rests largely 
the destiny of our state and nation, can thank 
the living God as we gaze on his manly feat- 
ures, that we have an unparalleled example 
by which to go; one who in victory or defeat 
remembered and revé@renced the name of the 
Maker of Heaven and Earth. 

By studying the history of America’s great 
men we finé Washington a statesman, Web- 
ster an orator, Jackson a warrior, and innu- 
merable others noted for different characteris- 
tics; but Lee stands out as one who was a 
noble and patriotic statesman. It has been 
said of him: ‘‘Caesar was magnanimous; Scipio 
was continent; Hannibal was merciful; but it 
was left for Lee to blend all these into one; 
and, like the lovely masterpiece of the Gre- 
cian artist to exhibit in one glow of beauty, 
the pide of. every model and the perfection 
of every master.”’ 

Cone Maddox Was Ill. 

Harry Stovall was to have been assist- 
ed in making the presentation by Cone 
Maddox, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the society, but owing to the 
latter’s illness, he was unable to be pres- 
ent at school yesterday. He had, how- 
ever, prepared an excellent speech, of 
which the following is an extract: 

Through the twilight of lengthening years I 
see him quit once more the old baronial man- 
sion in which he displayed the softest charms 
of chivalry, lavishing the wealth of his affec- 
tion te sister, wife and mother, and find- 
ing in the soil of home’s endearment the foun- 
tain spring of that allegiance which linked 
him to all womankind. 

By such examples as he whose likeness we 
have yonder, southern youth is taught to look 
back through southern history and see the 
beacon light of noble lives jutting through ob- 
livion’s misty seas, like the peaks ef sunken 


tendom, 


continents. With such a past they may proud- 
ly exclaim, ‘‘The heir of all ages am I; there- 
fore let me be worthy of my inheritance!” 


What John Collier Said. 


The three speeches of acceptance were 
made in behalf of the school by John 
Colller, Winship Nunnally and Marion 
Smith, who. made splendid efforts. In 
speaking of General Lee, John Collier 
said: 

We will honor him supremely, now and ever- 
more. But let it be with silent lips and hearts 
made mute with reverence. See that immor- 
tal sanctuary he has made for himself within 
his country’s heart, let him rest, ‘‘crowned 
with a nation’s glory and shrined in a peo- 
ple’s love.’”’ And now, @8 we recognize hin 
to have been a great captain ranking among 
the first of any age, a8 a patriot whose seilf- 
sacrificing devotion rendered him the peer of 
Washington, as a Christian recognizing his duty 
to God above every Other consideration, with 
a native modesty which refused to appropriate 
a glory all his own and which surrounded 
with a halo of light his whole career and 
character, with a fidelity to principle which 
no misfortune could shake, with an integrity 
of life and sacred reverence for truth which 
no man can dare assail—he must ever stand 
peerless among men in the estimation of Chris- 
the representative son of the south, 
the spirit, epotomized, personified and glorified, 
of southern chivalry! 

Marion Smith’s Address, 

Marion Smith, after thanking the ex- 
ecutive committee for its splendid work 
in raising money for the portrait, said: 

If I were asked to point out the moat promi- 
nent part of Lee’s character, I would say it 
was his unswerving allegiance to duty. To 
my mind this characteristic modeled his en- 
tire eareer. At West Point he considered it 
his duty to obey the laws of that institution, 
and he graduated without having received a 
single demerit. It was his conscientious per- 
formance of duty during the Mexican war that 
caused his rapid advancement. It was his 
duty to the south that made him leave the 
union army, and at the close of the civil war 
it was in conscientious performance of his 
duty that he accepted the arbitrament of the 
sword, and, in a quiet way, did everything in 
his power to upbuild his country. Duty was 
his altar. Upon it he offered himself as a 
sacrifice. 

Speech of Winship Nunnally. 

Winship Nunnally, one of those wh» 
tinade speeches of acceptance, said in 
pert: 

Never had mother a nobler son. In him 
the military genius of America was developed 
to a greater extent than ever before. In him 
all that was pure and lofty in mind and pur- 
pose found lodgement. Dignified without pre- 
sumption, affable without familiarity, he united 


all those charms of manner which made him | 
the idol of. his friends and of his soldiers and , 


won for him the respect and admiration of the 
world. 

Even in the days of his triumph glory did 
not intoxicate, so when the dark clouds swept 
over him adversity did not depress. From the 
hour he surrendered his sword at Appomattox 
to the fatal autumn morning of his death, he 
among men noble in his quiet, sim- 
displaying neither bitterness nor
